DON’T OVERW ATER 
YOUR HOUSE PLANTS 

Most problems experienced with 
house plants at this time of year 
are due to overwatering, says P. 
D. McCalla, Supervisor of Horti¬ 
culture with the Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. 

He points out that many people 
erroneously believe that providing 
the plants with more water will 
overcome problems which are 
actually caused by low humidity, 
excess heat and lack of light dur¬ 
ing the winter months. 

Mr. McCalla advises watering 
house plants about once and 
certainly not more than twice a 
week. He says the best way to 
water them is to put the plant 
pots in a pan of water and Id the 
water percolate up through the 
soil until it reaches the surface. 

Putting flowering plants in a 
southern window may help to 
make them more healthy, says 
Mr. McCalla, but drafty windows 
should always be avoided. Supple¬ 
menting the natural light may also 
help. Foliage plants will do Well 
under fluorescent lighting but 
flowering plants need both 
fluorescent and incandesant light. 
The recommended-temperature for 
house plants is about 70 degrees 
in the day time and about 60 
degrees at night. 

WHAT IS A WASHER LOAD? 

Maintaining the correct relation¬ 
ship between the volume of the 
washer tub and the space required 
by the articles is the principle to 
go by when loading a washing 
machine. 

Marion Atkinson, Extension 
Clothing Specialist with the Al¬ 
berta Department' of Agriculture, 
says weighing the load is not an 
accurate measure because differ¬ 
ent fabrics have different weights.

BLIZZARDS STIMULATE 
SHELTERBELT INTEREST 


There is nothing like a 
blizzardy winter such as the 
prairie region is experiencing to 
make farmers appreciate the 
benefits of adequate shelter- 
belts around their farmsteads, 
Fields, and along country roads. 
Such conditions have induced 
many farmers to order their 
trees early. As a result, the 
PFRA Tree Nursery at Indian 
Head has received thousands 
of applications, with 6,300,000 
trees allocated by the end of 
December. This is a 50 percent 
increase over the 4,300,000 
allocated by the same date last 
year. 

In urging farmers to apply 
now in order to ensure having 
their orders filled, Dr. W. H. 
Cram, Nursery Superintendent, 
notes that all coniferous species 
have already been allotted, but 
that a full variety of deciduous 
trees are available for shipment 
in the spring. He says that 
despite the heavy demand, 
there are still adequate supplies 
of caragana, ash, Manitoba 
maple, American elm, and 
Siberian elm. 


The two Canada Department 
of Agriculture nurseries at 
Indian Head and Sutherland, 
distributed a record 11,000,000 
tree seedlings and cuttings to 
farmers in 1965. According to 
Dr. Cram, this points up the 
farmers' growing awareness of 
the value of trees planted 
around the farm home and in 
field shelterbelts. For field 
planting, Dr. Cram states that 
caragana appears to be the 
best all-around type of tree, 
but says that if additional 
height is desired, this can be 
achieved by placing some 
green ash in the row. He 
suggests that trees planted 
along roadways to catch snow, 
should be spaced 150 feet from 
the centre of the road to 
obtain best results. 

As orders for trees are filled 
on a first come, first served 
basis, it is recommended that 
orders be placed immediately 
with the PFRA Tree Nursery at 
Indian Head. The trees are 
provided free of charge except 
for freight costs.

(By Ray Speaker, M.L.A.) 


On Friday, March 4, the Honour¬ 
able A. O. Aalborg, Provincial 
Treasurer, brought down the Pro¬ 
vincial Budget, which outlined the 
Government’s overall spending pro¬ 
gram for the fiscal year, 1966/67. 

For the year from April 1, 1966, 
until March 31, 1967, the total esti¬ 
mated expenditures are $681,975,911, 
while total revenues are estimated 
at $613,138,370, for an overall de¬ 
ficit of $68,837,541 which will be 
paid from the Province's accumu¬ 
lated reserves. In comparison with 
the 1965/66 budget. It will be seen 
that the total estimated expendi¬ 
tures have increased by $188,195,049 
and the total estimated revenues 
have Increased by $141,994,360. No 
new taxes will be introduced, and 
no direct borrowing will be re¬ 
quired; however, the University 
will finance part of the huge con¬ 
struction program by debentures 
borrowing guaranteed by the 
Province. 

Let me now mention some of the 
main points: 

$154, 831,619 for the Department 
of Education, $38,739,359 more 
than the current year for a huge 
increase in the investment of the

Province in education Including 
an additional contribution of 
$20,000,000 to the Foundation Pro¬ 
gram; 

$145,000,420 for. the Department 
of Health, $21,876,270 more than 
the current year to meet the 
growing Investment in health 
services and increased subsidies for 
the Alberta Health Care Program; 

$49,913,158 for the Treasury De¬ 
partment, $24,574,853 more than 
the current year including 
$15,000,000 to pay the new home- 
owner tax discounts and $5,731,017 
more for Municipal Assistance 
Grants; 

$35,336,840 for the Department 
of Highways, $6,827,270 more than 
the current year to provide for 
additional road grants to munici¬ 
palities and to meet the increasing 
cost of maintaining the highway 
network. 

Estimated expenditures in all 
other Departments huve risen by 
lesser amounts. The only item 
which has decreased as compared 
with the current fiscal year is the 
appropriation for servicing the 
Public Debt which has dropped 
from $2,162,580 in 1965/66, to 
$2,023,340 in 1966/67. 

As at March 31, 1965, the Pro¬ 
vince's main reserves amounted to 
$539,916,000 invested in securities 
of our municipalities, school 
boards, hospital boards, the Alberta 
Government Telephones, rural 
electrification, farm loans, in short 
term investments and in Federal 
and Provincial debentures. 

These are some of the main 
points in the budget; in the follow¬ 
ing weeks I will include some sec¬ 
tions in more detail.

Winner of the annual weed es¬ 
say competition in the County of 
Vulcan was W. J. (Billy) Roebuck 
of Champion, 15-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. William Roebuck. He 
was awarded the prize of $25 from 
the County of Vul'-an and his 
essay, which appears below, also 
placed second in the province. 

Weed control on our farm is a 
big job. It seems that one no 
sooner thinks the weeds are under 
control than it is time to start 
from scratch again. We speak of 
things growing like a weed, and 
surely nothing could grow faster. 
Give them a drop of rain and a 
little sunshine and they are shoot¬ 
ing up again. 

On our farm as on many others, 
weed control begins in the front 
yard and garden. The sight of a 
dandelion in the strawberry patch 
will start Mother on the eradica¬ 
tion of every last weed that may 
have lifted its little head in the 
whole garden. Mother has a special 
dandelion digger that really does 
the job here. For the rest of the 
garden a push hoe or cultivator 
will be used. The same applies to 
the flowers and shrubs since of 
course spray cannot be used as 
that would spoil Mother’s petunias 
and everything else that she has 
babied along to be a thing of 
beauty. Dandelions, goats beard 
and a few other persistent weeds 
also appear in the lawn. These can 
be sprayed if the lawn is not close 
to anything else of a tender nature. 
However, in most lawns these have 
to be kept in control by continual 
mowing. In this manner the seed 
is kept from forming and scatter¬ 
ing all over the farm. 

So much for weed control at 
home, now to lock at the weeds 
in the fields. Thir is a somewhat 
larger undertaking ns my Dad is 
farming several sections. In this 
regard we are fortunate to have a 
very friendly and capable District 
Agriculturist to whom we can turn 
for advice on weed matters and 
many other problems i>ertaining lo 
the farming business. 

The control of weeds begins 
when the seed is taken to the Seed 
Cleaning Plant in the spring to be 
cleaned and treated for the many 
fungus diseases ns well as wire- 
worm. Not everyone treats for all 
these things but my Dad does and 
has found in the past that it really 
pays off in larger yields. By the 
time the seed has been through 
this treatment it comes home a 
pretty pink and has a horrible 
smell. The truck and the bin that 
the grain will be put into must be 
very clean. Generally these are 
cleaned out with an old vacuum 
cleaner that is kept just for this 
purpose. The seeder is also cleaned 
out with this vacuum cleaner so 
that it is perfectly free of any 
foreign seeds. 

Now we are ready to move out 
to the field which has been sum¬ 
mer-fallowed the year before and 
has rested all winter. If it is a 
warm spring, small weeds will al¬ 
ready be starting; in fact some 
really tough ones such as tansy 
mustard will probably have re¬ 
mained alive all winter. If the 
spring has been a cold one these 
small weeds will soon start to 
grow after the land has been 
worked for the first time. This 
first operation in the spring is 
generally done with a rodweeder 
and harrows or with blade and 
harrows. The land in not worked 
very deep since we want to con¬ 
serve as much moisture as pos¬ 
sible. Now the land is left to rest 
again for a week or ten days al¬ 
lowing any small weeds that have 
sprouted to grow so that they may¬ 
be eradicated in the next opera¬ 
tion. Now Dad takes his 24 foot 
dri ll with the same width of rod- 
weeders in front of it and prepares 
to seed. The grain that is to be 
used for seed is loaded onto a 
clean truck and tak»n to the field. 
In a matter of days the seeding 
will be completed. 

Next, the sumerfallow on the 
land that is to rost for this year 
must be worked. The first time 
over will likely be done with the 
blade, a large implement that 
runs along under the ground in 
the same manner as a push hoe 
thus cutting off the weeds and 
disturbing the ground very little. 
In this manner the soil wall not 
blow if the West Wind should take 
over for a week or two. The 
weeds will lie on top of the ground 
and become useful for once by 
lorming trash cover. The amount 
of rain that we h*>ve will deter¬ 
mine the time that elapses be¬ 
tween the first and second time 
over the summerfaliow. The second 
time over Dad will probably use 


the blade and rodweeders, or the 
blade alone; perhaps he will use 
the deep tillage, r form of cultiva¬ 
tor, either alone or with the rods. 
Whatever implement he uses will 
depend on the type of year it is. 
If it is a windy one, probably the 
blade will be used again and again; 
if it is a wet year the deep tillage 
will be used or some implement 
that will really root the weeds out. 
This operation will he carried out 
three, four or five times in a sum¬ 
mer depending on how fast the 
weeds grow. The idea is that there 
should never be any weeds on the 
land, since they use a lot of much 
needed moisture and grow to the 
seed stage very quickly. 

Such stubborn weeds ns Canada 
Thistle, sow thislo and a few 
others have to be dealt with, W’ith 
one of the strong sprays on the 
market today and made especially 
tor this purpose. They can be 
controlled to some extent by sum- 
merfallow but very rarely can they 
be eradicated completely. However, 
weeds such as dandelions, buck¬ 
wheat and tansy mustard can be 
sprayed quite successfully with a 
low volatile product. 

While all this has been going on, 
the seed that was put in the 
ground has grown to several 
inches in height, and so have 
some of the persistent weeds that 
have evaded 1.11 efforts to date. 
These will soon be dealt with 
when Dad gets the sprayer out. 
This is generally mounted on the 
front of the truck and consists of 
two booms with nozzles that spray 
the crop with one ol the products 
on the market tint will kill the 
weeds and leave the crop clean. 
This past spring Dad sprayed his 
crop of flax with one of these 
products to eradicate Canada 
thistle that had come up in 
bunches after seeding. Everything 
must have - been ideal since he 
really cleared out the thistle and 
did not damage the flax at all. 
Canada thistle if allowed to grow 
uninterrupted in any crop proves 
to be very costly both in yield and 
grade. 

Then there are the weeds that 
grow in the ditches where they 
cannot be summerfaliowed or 
hoed. These are generally sprayed 
but since they grow so plentifully, 
one spraying a summer could not 
hope to hold them in control. The 
best wav we huve found is to burn 
the ditches and fence lines in the 
fall. In this manner you not only 
get rid of all the unsightly weeds 
but also a grent deal bf seed that 
would otherwise fly around the 
country and pollute not only our 


farm but nil the neighboring farms 
as well. 

So much for "Weed Control On 
Our Farm'. Believe me it is an all 
time job, one that if you relax for 
only a short time, the weeds will 
soon take over. Different areas 
probably have different methods of 
control. These few paragraphs 
have described in some detail 
what our method is, and I must 
say that although it entails a lot 
of work it really seems to work.
